following additional information. The undersigned has been informed that units related 
to the model depicted in the photograph were possibly produced in the late 1970s and/or 
early 1980s. According to one source, the model depicted in the photograph is possibly a 
device from the mid-1980s. The units are believed to have been hand-held with 
dimensions of possibly 6 or 8 inches high by 8 or 9 inches wide by 2.5 or 3 inches deep. 
The earlier models included only a touch screen, but some of the later models are 
beheved to have included a touch screen and a keyboard. The units did not include a bar 
code or other such reader. The unit would have been capable of commimicating via burst 
RF transmissions.
